To reach the public in general, ad ve r­ 
tisements should be published in news­ 
papers of at least four languages. 
However, the hest results are ob­ 
tained by publication in Turkish news­ 
papers, for, oil the one hand, the Turk­ 
ish population is most numerous, and 
on the other the Turkish reader is more 
susceptible to the claims of advertise­ 
ments than are Europeans and Ar­ 
menians. 
It has been found by expe­ 
rience that advertising in newspapers 
gives very good results in Constanti­ 
nople, especially if it is pushed vig 
orously. 
No advertising is carried on tram­ 
cars. 
Street advertising is not pro­ 
tected by law and cannot be recom­ 
mended to foreign concerns.

sions, new standards of living will be 
evolved, and it will 
be 
our duty to 
measure up to the best that comes to 
us and in this way to help raise the 
standards of a normalcy that as yet 
we do not appreciate. 
The world 
grows day by day, it advances wheth­ 
er we realize it or not, and many of 
the conditions that we once accepted 
as necessary in other days will appear 
intolerable when judged in the light 
of the future. 
Prosperity must came 
and will come, if we are to do our 
part. 
We must all come down from 
the clouds and try to get on a sound 
basis in all our relationships, not in the 
hope of getting ahead of others, but 
with the better ambition of keeping 
pace with them. 
The world is still 
sick, but not fatally so. It has had a 
great shock, and we know that it takes 
time and patience 
to 
recover from 
such an experience.

SIT STEADY IN THE BOAT. 


There are some pessimistic persons 
who believe that the world will never 
return to normal conditions. 
They 
argue that they have very good rea­ 
son for their belief and proceed to 
point out the thousand and one evils 
that have befallen the world since the 
early summer days of the fateful year 
of 1914. 
But, we wonder sometimes 
if such persons really believe that the 
condition of the world is so hopeless 
as to make it impossible that things 
will never again be normal. It is quite 
true that we of this day and genera­ 
tion are witnessing events of such tre­ 
mendous importance 
that 
many of 
our former ideals, as well as ideas, 
have been badly shaken, but through 
it all those who possess the mind and 
the heart of the optimist glimpse in 
the near future conditions that must 
be normal as judged by newer and 
more progressive standards 
even 
if 
they do not measure up, or down, to 
the standards by which we judge nor­ 
malcy today. Perhaps if we mean that 
things will never quite be as they were 
before the great upheaval we are cor­ 
rect, but why must they be exactly as 
they were? 
Stagnation is the death 
of all living, pulsing things, and when 
conditions refuse 
to 
change, when 
progress 
that 
means 
intellectual, 
moral 
and 
material 
advancement 
comes with laborous trqad and halting 
step, it is better, perhaps, that we sub­ 
mit to a shaking-up and adapt our les­ 
sons from the experience. 
The war, of course, was one of the 
greatest catastrophes that could have 
happened; its horrors will never pass 
entirely from the minds of those who 
witnessed it, but it is over, and while 
it has left a long trail of distress and 
misery behind there is no reason why 
we should declare that the world is 
ill unto death. 
The world has been 
sick now for nearly eight long years, 
but there is evidence that its symp­ 
toms show an improvement that must 
in the end produce good results. 
It 
is quite true that it has not reached 
the convalescent stage, but we may 
comfort ourselves at 
least 
with the 
thougth that it is not hopelessly ill. 
The danger point has been reached 
and the crisis all but passed, and after 
a while conditions will 
settle down 
and we shall see the return to those 
leelings of ease 
and 
security that 
came so naturally to us a few years 
hack. 
There are 
many 
persons, of 
course, who will feel the hard times 
which now confront us, and we hear 
I rom all sides that this is to be a hard 
summer and fall but we are going to 
get through it somehow if we only 
keep our nerve and buckle down to 
the work in hand. The old easy ways 
of living shall be denied us for many 
>ears to come, perhaps forever, but 
that fact need not discourage any man 
or wornan who is willing to make the 
struggle. 
Things cannot go from bad 
to wor e always: there must come an

education and intelligence? 
Everybody knows the answer. 
Dr. 
Tittle is preaching a dangerous half­ 
truth. 
When he applies his doctrine 
to America and the World War, it is 
not even half true. Is Dr. Tittle aspir­ 
ing to be a clerical George Harvey?
